MIXED FARMING? 


Men prominent in Railway, Bank- 
{ng and Commercial circles have 
been advising the West to adopt 
mixed farming. It is easy to give 
advice, and frequently those who are 
so. free in hand'ng out advice, 
do so without having compre- 


jhensive knowledge of tue subjject 


on which their advice 
It is not ,to be wondered at that 
those in charge of the railways 
shouki seek means to divert the cri’ 
ies from themselves, When all is 
waid und done, however, it wotild ap- 


is tendered 


{pear that men charged with the con- 


duct of large operations, and whose 
success depends upon the confidenc: 
which tuey are able to instit in the 
pablic, would be cureful before ex- 
pressing their views on any subject 
publicly. 

It will bo conceded that all parts of 
cur North-West are not equally suit- 
able for mixed farming. The 
greater part of the North-West, how- 
ever, is entirely suitable to raising 
of cattle, hogs, and horses. . 

At the outset, it might be pointed 
out that this year, while the amount 
of grain shipped from Southern Al- 
berta, which is almost wholly grain 
raising, has been tive times us much 
as it was last year, the credit in that 
ection of the country is not as good 
as it {s in Northern Alberta, wher? 
miixed farming is the rule. 


Ever since the railways first pene 
trated the West, the people have 
shouted every fall for cars to ship out 
the grain, but notwithstanding that 
thousands of miles of railways have 
been built, no greater proportion of 
grain has been shipped out before 
the close of navigation than in earl- 
fer years. {t would seem that no 
Matter what is done, the most that 
can ever be expected is that sixty per 
cent, of the wheat crop will be ship- 
ped before the close of navigation, 
and the amount that will be shipped 
from the close to the opening of 
the severity of the wearner, which, as 
we know, is very uncertain. 

But, assuming that the railways 
were built to transport the grain as 
fast as it could be marketed, !s ex- 
cessive grain growing best for the’ 
farmer and for the. country? The 
history of the world shows that land 
cannot be cropped continuously with- 
out destroying its fertility, and that 
after a time the vitality ofjthe soil 
has to be restored through fertilizers. 
Yhe amount of money spent in 
Wurope and elsewhere for fertilizers 


of all kinds reaches a tremendous 
sum, ne

dropped off. .We also know that 
the older parts of Manitoba the ave’ 
age number of ushels of grain raibse:

We must oct only look to the pre- 
sent, but to the future. A God-fear- 
ing man who fe tilliig the soll keoks 
to the time when he will be suc- 
ceeded by his children, and he should 
preserve to these chilaren their birth- 
right, instead of wasting it. 

Is it not a shame when we go 
through the country in ‘he fall, to 
find our whole North-West lighted up 
at night from burning straw, straw 
that might be used to feed cattle, 
which wculd bring a handsome re- 
turn to their owner, 

We must recognise the fact that 
more or less capital is required to en- 
Bure success in the dairy industry. 
Borrowing money at 10 to 25 per cent. 
is out of the question. 

The Government ougnt to establish 
farmers’ banks, where farmers could 
get loans to buy cattle, erect build- 
ings on the most modern principles 
in which to house them, said loans to 
bear a low rate of interest, say at 
four or five per cent, repayable in in- 
stallments running over a nuzaber of 
years, secured on the stock pur- 
chased, and the buildings erected by 
the money borrowed. The Govern- 
ment ought also to appoint thorough- 
ly qualified men to superintend the 
erection of the buildings, and teach 
the farmers how to snake bulter and 
cheese on the most approved prin- 
ciples, The marketing of the pro- 
duce should be done by men appoin- 
ted by the Government, who know all 
about the market, utid the value of 
dairy products, so that farmers may 
get full value for their products.

DENIES CHARGES MADE 


CAPT MOORE DENIES FAILURE 
TO HEED FLASH. 


The Mount Temple was not the Ves- 
sel that Salied Within Five Miles of 
the Titanic—Messages Received on 
the Eventful Night. 

St, John, N.B.—The rumor that the 
steamer Mount Temple was within 


sank, and without heeding signals of 
distress, steamed away, leaving 1606 
souls to perish, {s indignantly denied 
by Captain Moore, who was in com- 
mand of the vessel. His statement 
{is as follows: 

“We received a wireless message 
midnight Sunday from the Titanic 
stating that she had struck an iceberg 
and to. come at once. We turned a- 
bout at 12.40. o'clock, and steamed 
back to the position given us, arriving 
there at 4,30 o'clock. We encotn- 
tered so much ice, however, that we 
stopped until day light. We cruised 
about, but could not see any sign of 
the ship. About six a.m., on the 
uthet side of an immense field of ice, 
studded thickly with bergs, we saw 
the Carpathia. We also saw the 
California, which was to the northward 
of us, steaming west, then coming 
down to southward, and she met us. 
She did not communicate anything. 
At 8.40 o'clock, ship’s time, we receiv- 
ed a general message that the Car- 
pathia had picked up twenty boats. 
We asked if they wanted assistance, 
Lut got no reply. Shortly after w2 
iceived another general message 
stating, phat more can be done; 
no need to stand by.’ We then left 
the scene and proceeded on our way.” 

Captain Moore said that soon as he 
tirmed about, he called all hands on 
ceck and immediately put them to 
work getting boats ready to be low 
cred, allotting ropes and aecommods. 
ton ladders in readiness for “service. 
He placed men and crews, and had 
one sailor hoisted to the very top of 
the mast, instructing him to keep a 
tarp lookout. When he turned his 
# {fo and rushed back among immetoec 
felds of ice, he was doing so at a 
great: cost, for he had on board 1461 
passengers besides his crew. Never- 
tieless he promptly answered the call 
{+r help. 

Captain Moore sald that when he 
turned away from the scene to con- 
t nue on his course, the steamers Cai- 
pathia, California, Burma, Frankfurt 
and a tramp were in the vicinity. 
‘Furthermore,” he sald, ‘what do the 
people who were on board my steamer 
know what I was doing or where 1 
was going?” How could they tell in 
what direction I wax sailing? It was 
past midnight, and they were below, 
The statement {a absurd, Leaving 
humanity. out of the question, do you 
not think that | would have liked to 
have been the lucky one to pick up 
these people?

still stands as high as 47,960,000 bus., 
compared with about 33,409,000 bus. 
last year. The quantity on ocean 
passage has been increasing steadily, 
and is now 54,024,000 bus. against 
59,616,000 bus. a year ago, The 
European visible supply last week in- 
creased 1,684,000 bus. against a de- 
crease of 1,200,000 bus. same week 
last year, and it now stands at 90,- 
124,000 bus., against 112,100,000 -bus, 
last year, a differetice of 21,976,000 
bus. short of last year's quantity, 
while only four weeks ago the short- 
age compared with same date last 
year was 35,500,000 bus, These stat- 
istics don’t seem tc favor the idea of 
scarcity of wheat or higher prices 
for it,, especially as prices at present 
are from 10c to 22c higher than they 
were @& year ago. Nevertheless 
there is the sentiment that the situa- 
tion is bullish, The visible supply 
inthe... United “States. 1s..decr 
faster than’ it-did-a year. ago,.and 
there is a well-known shortage in 
‘Russia, Argentine and Australia, 
which will prevent in the next three 
months such large weekly world's 
shipments as took place a year ago. 
The conditions surrounding the 
growing crops other than the United 
States winter wheat, are generally 
favorable. At the present time 
every country in Europe can give a 
fair account of its growing crop. In 
the spring wheat country of the Un- 
ited States and Western Canada the 
seeding of the new crop has bean 
started and 1s proceeding under uor- 
mally favorable conditions.. In 
Southern Minnesota and South Da- 
kota wheat seeding is well advanced. 
Further north the season is some- 
what later. The subsoil is well sup- 
plied with moisture this year and 
there is nothing to mar a fair pros- 
pect at present.
